Liberty Associations. 

Mr. Editor:—I have no means of know¬ 
ing how numerous are the Associations of 
this description in the Stale, but 1 hope 
they will be found, whether their numbers 
nre few or many, m every (own before the 
lapse of many months. Th g first Liberty 
Association in this country was formed at 
Philadelphia in 1776. It consisted of the 
long list of worthies whose names are at¬ 
tached to our declaration of independence. 
They undertook a great woik, and as 
union in any object greatly adds to the 
strength of the hands engaged in its exe¬ 
cution, they acted most wisely and prudent¬ 
ly. Now as the Liberty Party is engaged 
in an enterprise ol little, if any less in im¬ 
portance, certainly not less patriotic and 
conducive to the well being of man, is not 
the example of our revolutionary fathers 
highly worthy ofimitation? I hope it will 
be so regarded, and that our friends will 
revive the Association of'76 in every part 
of the State forthwith that this work may 
not be thrown into a more busy season of I 
Ihe-year. We, too, have a great avork to 1 
do, and it is highly deserving of the best 
effort sf every benevolent and patriotic 
citizen. At the Convention in February, 
to nominate a candidate for governor, the 
following resolution was adopted : 

Resolved, That we recommend, to our 
friends throughout the State, the formation 
of a Liberty Association in every Town, that 
among other things, we may become thor¬ 
oughly organized and be ready to operate 
through the ballot box, upon every election 
in which they arc called to act. 

If our friends comply with this recom¬ 
mendation, it will I am persuaded he high¬ 
ly beneficial to our cause. Some of these 
advantages I propose briefly to enumerate. 
1st. It will place our cause before the 
minds of men in a more tangible shape, 
and lead them to think! to enquire! to ex¬ 
amine !—a service we very much want 
them to do, for our principle will sustain 
the closest scrutiny.

There 
will he a belter understanding among the 
members of the party, and much greater 
facilities for the spread of information—a 
point of vast consequence as there is a la¬ 
mentable deficiency, and the avenues to 
the public mind are mostly in porsession of j 
pro slavery influences. 5th. Our friends 
in this way will be better able to maintain 
concert of action. These and other ad¬ 
vantages of minor consequence, will I 
hope recommend the plan to general adop¬ 
tion. 

And now, Mr Editor what can best be 
done to sustain, aid and render the 
more efficient these Associations? I 
would propose a plan, which if it meet the 
approbation of our friends, no time should 
he lost to carry it into execution. It is, 
this; Let proposals be issued forthwith to 
publish three weeks before the Sept, elec¬ 
tion, three numbers of a paper of the size 
■ol Standard, to be entitled, if you please, 
“THE LIBERTY ASSOCIATION MIR 
ROR,” at an expense of 12 1-2 els. to be 
devoted, not to the slander or abuse ol 
public men in imitation of our old party 
papers, but to the defence dissemination 
of our principles and the recommendation 
of our'enterprise to the adoption of the peo¬ 
ple.

The plan proposed, instead 
of injuring, would do much to aid 
isting papers. 

I would have a department of the paper 
in question devoted to the inculcation of 
the duty of moral and religious or 
action in reference to slavery—the parent 
and the bone and muscle of political action.

Bui I look tny pen to write on a particular 
subject with which I perceive my preamble 
has no immediate connection. The subject on 
whieli I designed to say a few words, is our 
late anti slavery meeting in this place. 

Brother Scammon, in his communication 
published in the Standard a fen weeks ago, 
represented you as guihy of making statements 
that were altogether incorrect, not to say abso¬ 
lutely false. Among other things, you were 
saying in the Standard, what 
. in reference to a certain reso¬ 
lution which was reported by the Committee 
of Arrangements, and opposed by brother 
Seaimnon and others. Ton said as nearly 
as I can recollect—for I quote from meirory 
not having the Standard before me,—that the 
sentiments embraced in that resolution, were 
harmoniously adopted by the Methodist Con¬ 
vention at Ilallowell. This brother Scamigon 
denied, and said that no resolutions containing 
such sentiments ns those he opposed at New 
Sharon, was brought before the Convention at 
Ilallowell. 

In order to set this matter right before your 
readers, and show who bad been guilty ofinis— 
represen tali on, you requested of our Secreta¬ 
ry protem a copy of the resolutions which were 
discussed at our meeting. But instead of send¬ 
ing you the whole of these resolutions, 1 per¬ 
ceived that lie only sent tou those which wert 
adopted. The one therefore on which I pie 
sume you had the eye of your mind, wat 
among the missing. It was this: 

‘Resolved, That there is a most manifest and 
glaring inconsistency in the conduct of those 
who denounce slavery, and pray for its aboli¬ 
tion, while at the same time they uphold and 
support the bloody system, by lellowshipping 
as Christa ins its alienors and apologists, and by 
using their political power to elevate slaveholil- 
erw.ur such men as will cringe and bowjdown to 
southern dictation, and many give their influ¬ 
ence to rivet the chains of the oppressed.’ 

Now, Sir, two questions arise, which I think 
ought to be answered. In the first places. Does 
this resolution speak the truth ? In the second 
place, whether it be true or false, were there any 
sentiments like those contained in it, advanced by 
the Methodist Convention at Haliouell ? 

It does not belong to you in particular to a 
swer the first quesiion, though I think yi 
would not find it was very difficult. But 
does belong to you, as it seems to me to show 
if you can, that there is any similarity between 
the eeutimems of this resolution, and those ad¬ 
vanced at Hallowell. You now stand virtually 
charged with falsehood, ibis is a grave charge. 
If y-ott can exhonerate yourself from it, yon 
ought in justice to yourself to do it. If you 
cannot, you ought in justice to brother Scam- 
moil and to truth, to plead guilty, and ask par¬ 
don.

This constitution may be amended 
at any regular meeting of the society.

Mr. Editor :—- 

In a recent number of the Liberty Stan¬ 
dard I see some remarks which justice and 
truth require to be corrected. 

With regard to your strictures, generally, 
on the Report of the Committee on Slavery, 

I am perfectly willing to submit them, 
the report, which you have done n« 
honor to publish, to a candid public. 

One request of the petitioners was, “ 
our Senators in Congress be instructed and 
our Representatives requested to oppos 
utterly the annexation of Texas to tl 
Union. 

In discussing this request the Committee 
say “ they are not aware that an 
ineni is now making, or is likely to be made 
towards the accomplishment of this ob¬ 
ject. 

You say the ignorance, or mendacity of 
this sentence is surprising. 

Now, Sir, in discussing this subject 
Committee the minority were called upon, 
to say what if any movements were making 
to accomplish that object—they could point 
to none, we knew of none, and on enqttir- 
ingsince, ol your friends and various other 
intelligent individuals, no one has been able 
to point to any. 

I submit to your candor, Whether it 
would not have been more fair anil gentle¬ 
manlike, if you knew ofany such movements 
as must have been contemplated in the 
quest to “ instruct our Senators &c,” and 
would come within the sphere of action of | 
Senators and Representatives in Congt 
to designate such movements, the place 
where, the time when and by whom made. 

That the annexation of Texas is desired 
by individuals at the South, that it may be a 
[subject of conversation in private circles, 
and since the penning of the report in some 
[of the Legislatures I know, but of any move¬ 
nt in Congress or of a public character 
of Congress for the last few years 1 am 
\ ignorant and ask information. 

Eiror is to be corrected by opposing to it,, 
face to face, truth, and not by charging its 
[author with lying. 

You also say in another place, we are in¬ 
formed by one of the committee, that the 
question was asked, who is meant by the 
Representatives of the Petitioners before 
[the Committee,” and that no answer could 
be obtained : a pretty direct insinuation 
that the writer of the report was guilty of 
prevarication. 

Now, sir, that question was asked me, by 
Col. Morse of Wilton, before the Commit¬ 
tee, and I did answer him directly,-\\e meant 
you Col. Morse, and the minority of this 
Committee, aud we use that phrase out of 
complaisance to you, because we believe it 
would be unparliamentary and discourteous 
to call you thus, by name in the report. 

I trust you will, sir, see the propriety ol 
making the proper corrections.

Remarks. 

We will cheerfully make the corrections. 
Respecting the annexation ol Texas, the 
ommittee say in their report that “ they are 
ot aware that any movement is now mak- 
ig, or is likely to be mode, towards the ac¬ 
complishment of that object,” If this state- 
had been made by Dr. Hubbard alone 
who is deeply engaged in his profession, it 
might have been more reasonably explained; 
tn made by the majority of the com- 
n mature consideration, and adopt¬ 
ed by the Senate, it is indeed inexplicable. 
We said, “ ignorance or mendacity,” and 
the writer of the above pleads ignorance, 
the other term has no application to him. 

We cannot here go into a history of this 
tubject. The Dr. should have read the 
Liberty Standard, which would have saved 
m from his undesirable position. 

The acquisition of a large section of Mex¬ 
ican territory has been a grand plot of the 
slave power for 30 years, and it has .become 
part of the political history of the country, 
he rebellion of Texas, its independence, 
and present political existence, are, so far 
the execution of that design, and success in 
that object is the last hope for the perpetual 
existence ofslavery. That it is not aban¬ 
doned is evident from the published writings 
of leading southern men, from their declara¬ 
tions in congress, the language of southern 
papers, and the late action of several state 
legislatures, besides a great mass 0 f other 
testimony. We would take the liberty iq re¬ 


fer the Dr. to Mr. Adams’ great Speech of] 
1839, to bis Address to his constituents in 

1842, and to a series of able articles in the 
New York American a few months since.— 
We should as soon have expected a demand 
for proof that any efforts were making, or 
likely to be made for the abolition of slave- 
ry. 

A word respecting the ‘representatives of 
the petitioners.’ It was stated that they 
‘endeavored to wink out of sight’ various 
classes of the petitions. 

Col. Morse assured me that he protested 
before the committee against any such rep¬ 
resentations of himself, and that he fully 
supported the objects of the Petitions. The 
other members of the minority can answer 
for themselves. 

But it seems to us that with all their [cau¬ 
tion the committee were a little ‘unparlia- 
mentaty.’ None of them were‘representa¬ 
tives of the petitioners,’ but they were all a 
tribunal to pass judgment ujron them, and 
this allusion to a part of the board was ex¬ 
ceptionable. 

We are not aware that any other explana¬ 
tion is called for,at least until those unhand¬ 
some reflections upon the petitioners,&. those 
who co-operated with them, are withdrawn. 

The Latimer Statute. 

The following is the Act which passed the 
Legislature of Massachusetts by a unanimous 
vote, without distinction of parties. It was 
occasioned by live attempt to carry off George 
Latimer as a fugitive slave, under the cotini 
T.ince of Chief Justice Shaw, Sheriff Eveieth, 
Jailor Goolidge, and Lawyer E. G. Austin.— 
The only retribution, for their agency will be 
their own reflections on this Statute. Southern 
editors, particularly in Virginia, ought to copy 
this ‘Statute of Liberty.’ It is an omen of the 
future.—[Eman.] 

AN ACT further to protect Personal Liberty. 

Be it enacted , Sfc. as follows : 

Sect. 1. No Judge ofany Court of record in 
this Commonwealth, and no Justice of the 
Peace shall hereafter take cognizance, or grant 
a certificate in cases that may arise under the 
third section of ail Act of Congress, passed 
February twellih. seventeen hundred and nine-, 
ty three, and entitled an Act respecting fugitives 
from justice, and persons escaping from the 
service of their masters to any person w' 
claims any other person as a fugitive sla 
within the jurisdiction of the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 2. No sheriff, deputy sheriff, coroni , 
constable, jailor, or other officer of this Com¬ 
monwealth shall hereafter arrest or detain 
aid in the arrest or detention or imprisonment 
in any jail, or other building belonging 
Commonwaalth, dr to any county deity, 
thereof, of any person for the reason that he is 
claimed as a fugitive slave. 

Sect. 3. Any Justice of the Peace, sheriff, 
deputyreberifF, coroner, constable, qrjailor.vvho 
shall offemUwgainst the provisions otj -ihis 
by in aujmvHy setting directly or indirectly 
der the power conferred by the ihirasbction of 
the Act of Congress afore mentioned, shall for¬ 
feit a sum not exceeding one thousand dol’ 
for every such offettee to the county where t 
offence is committed, or shall be subject to 
prisomnent not exceeding one year in the Co 
ty Jail.

A New Political Movement. A mem 
of the committee on internal improvement, 
the House ofRepfesentatives of Illinois, has 
troduced some important resolutions into t 
body. They recommend the States of Louisia¬ 
na, Mississippi, Alabama,Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Arkansas, Missouri,^Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and 
Michigan to meet by representatives in general 
convention, at Jonesboro, Illinois, oil the 4th of 
July next, 'o consider, first, the best means to 
he adopted to secure the admission into the 
Union of all new States, on an equal footing, 
in all respects, with the older members of this 
republic, and like them, possess the right of 
eminent domain. Second, the best means of 
preventing the slaves of the slaveholding States 
i from deserting jiom their masters, and restoring 
such as shall desert, at convenient places, to their 
masters. 

A correspondent of the Madisoniau says that 
the convention will be held, when the whole 
question of the public lands will be discussed 
and an effort will be made to unite the south¬ 
west and western Slates in support of such pro¬ 
positions as may be agreed upon.

Our citizens are flying for 
new homes in the far solitude of the west.— 
Cotton cannot, nor will not be made at these 
prices. Those already involved can usver 
pay their liabilities by growing it, but must 
sink deep in irremediable ruin. Others not 
involved will certainly give it up at once, and 
find other employment for their hands.

“No free person of color shall come into 
this State on board of any steamboat, or 
other vessel, in any employment, or on board 
as a passenger ; aud if any steamboat, 
or other vessel, shall arrive at any land¬ 
ing on any liver of this State, having on 
board any such person, any person may no¬ 
tify the nearest judge or justice ol the peace 
of the arrival of said boat, whereupon the 
judge, or justice, shall issue a warrant ; and 
on bringing before him such free person ol 
color, he shall forthwith commit him to the 
county jail, there to be confined, until 
steamboat or vessel, shall be ready to pro¬ 
ceed to her place of destination, when the 
master shall, by the wriien permit of the 
said judge, or ju-tice, carry him away and 
pay the expenses of his apprehension and 
detention. 

Masters of boats having on board such per¬ 
sons, are to give bonds in a penalty ol $500, 
conditioned to pay expenses a fores*id, and 
carry the colored person away. If he shall 
neglect lor three days after his arrival lo 
give bond, he is liable lo a fine of $1,000, 
for every free negro on board. 

If such a master shall refuse or neglect to 
carry off such person of color, the same i: 
ir. he done by the sheriff—the expenses to 
be paid by the colored man, if he ts able. 

Every such free person, who having on 
been sent out of the Stale, shall return 
here, is liable to he sent lo the penitentiary, 
for not less than five years ; and if he i 
main here thirty days after such imprisu 
ment, to be sent lor a second term not It 
than ter: years. 

The harbor master of this city is enjoined 
to report all arrivals of free colored persons 
in steamboats. 

Any person introducing a free colored per¬ 
son into this S aie, is liable lo a fine of $200, 
for the first offence—and for the second, 
prisonment in the corny jail for six mouths, 
and a fine of $1,000. 

Drops of the Coming Shower. 

A fetter from John O. Wattles, published 
one of the western nmi-slavery papers, has the 
following postscript: 

‘‘P. 8. I open my letter to tell you I have 
just seen n part of a company ol sixty slaves, 
who had been emnneipated, by will in Virginia, 
several are here, and the rest have gone up to 
Highland county. ’Tis blessed lo he with 
them. They come with shouting and songs of I 
jubilee rejoicings. How glorious would he 
that day when ‘Liberty shall lie proclaimed 
throughout all the laud, unto all the inhabitants 
thereof.’ 

Another exchange paper says, that at a liber¬ 
ty meeting, Indiana county, Pa. a letter was 
read Irom a gentleman in St. Louis, stating 
lhat the writer had been convinced of the 
wrnngfulness of slavery, at a meeting of the 
anti-slavery society of Indiana county, in May. 
1841, and had in consequence, emancipated his 
own slaves, forty two in number, and had 
prevailed on two ofliis friends to follow his 
ample, and that together they bad set free 
hundred and three slaves.

Judicial Decision. 

An important judical decision lias been 
made known at Unionlown, Pa. Judge Ewing, 
the presiding judge in that region. A man 
from Virginia hud sized a person of color,and 
was carrying him off on his own authority, un¬ 
der the United States Supreme Court law. A 
writ of habeas corpus was issued by Judge 
Ewing, who unlike the Massachusetts court, 
decided that this writ was a matter of inlier- 
right, and that he was hound under it to 
mine into the legality of the seizure. The 
claimant then undertook to identify the respon¬ 
dent as his slave ; hut the Judge said it was

The claimant then prayed fir time in go home 
for additional testimony ; but the judge said 
the law was, that every man holding another 
bound to show on the return his legal 
tide so to do.

They were kind¬ 
ly received, and the King with his son readily 
consented to leasing land near the'village where 
he resides for the purpose mentioned.
